^he wa.s jusU20 when she met Keyes, 
being introduced to him at a restaur- 
uit in Providence. 
Later she accom- 
panied him to

restaurant, 
where ho invited her to drink.

A period of unconsciousness fol- 
owed, her first memory thereafter he- 
ng o£ linding herself in a room at u 
lotel with Keyes.

lated the regulations.

Morris Singer Co.

reason rejected two carloads of pota- 
toes consigned to it under contract 
and thereby allowed the potatoes to 
be damaged so seriously as to be ren- 
dered largely unfit for use. 


It is alleged to have been a common 


practice with dealers to order a. con- 
signment from a shipper or 
former 


and if. when the shipment 
arrived, 


the market for the. product had de- 
clined, the consignee would take ad- 
vantage of the situation to rejoct it, 
thus placing the shipper at a tremen- 
dous 
disadvantage. 
The 
shipper's 


choice was either to go to the endless 
bother of a lawsuit, with the difficulty 
of obtaining proper witnesses 
and 


taking his chances on a. local jury, or 
to make a. compromise with the con- 
signee, always to the hitter's advan- 
tage. A further result of this pro- 
cedure has been congestions In the 
railroad yards and delay in car move- 
ments.

By the revocation of Its license it is

or to return him, after the war, safe 
and sound. The letter was signed by 
all tho oflicers of the aviation corps 
The. message reached 
its destination, 
and a few days later a Kuspian air 
man flew over

and dropped a lettor in reply fmm the 
hidy herself.—Francis A. Collins.

endeavoring to follow the action of 
tlie commission merchants. 
"Where has the sugar come from?" 


Is a. question which is being asked. 
The answer is "Well, it is pretty hard 
to tell." but it is thought that the 
shipment which arrived 
in this clty 


Jlonrlay was approximately 
one-fifth 


of the tot of the Russian shipment of 
sugar seized in New York. 


Hon. George 13. Putnam of tho firm 


of George K. Putnam & Son, produce 
dealers, in conservation with a repre- 
sentative of The Sun this morning, 
said:

no sugar."

In the veins of the conquering Brit- 
ish forces perhaps there runs the blood

Jerusalem was once more captured 
in 614 when Chosroes II. of Persia, car- 
ried off the true cross to Ctesiphon 
Then ensued tha first of all crusadns 
which ended when Heracllus, emperor 
of the Eastern Roman empire, defeat- 
ed the Persians, recaptured tho cross 
and entered Jerusalem in triumph 
In 687 the Caliph Omar took Jerusa- 
lem and later the great Mosque of Omar 
was built on the site of the ancient 
.temple of Solomon. 
The city remained 
under Mohammedan rule 
until 1093 
when It was captured by the Crusad- 
ers under Godfrey of Bouillon.

orting companies are fully recognized 
y the commission. Directly as to an-

'Stead of being in the public interest,

cculd be user! in enforcement of laws 
against intercompany stockholding and 
interlocking directorates.

If the soldier or 
sailor-dies before that date his wife, 
his child or his widowed mother will 
receive. $36 a month 
for 20 
years 


which amounts'to 16000. 
This fact was pointed out today by 
State.Commissioner of Aid Richard R 
1'iynn In an explanation of tho thir 
and last, feature of the United State 
war aid act. 
The third section of th 
act relates 'to insurance. 
The othe 
features of the act are (1) allotmen 
and allowances; and (2) 
compensa 
tlon. 
"But after Feb. 12," 
the commis 
sloher-explained, "unless a man take 
up the insurance offered at very lo 
rates by the government, he must as 
sumo the burden of risking his lif 
himself. This applies to men who ar 
now In the service. 
Any who ente 
hereafter, this year or next or at an 
time, will be 
insured free 
for 
12 
days. 
At the end of that time tho 
must decide whether or not they wan 
war insurance from the government. 
The protection given by the govern 
ment is against death or total dis 
ability. If the soldier or sailor shoul< 
die during the period up to Februar 
12, he will receive an income, payabl 
In monthly Instalments 
of 525 
each 
durine disability, 
"But the real 
worth 
of the 
in 
lurance section of the "Aid act" 
i 
the protection which it gives to th< 
men in'the .service and their families.' 
said the commissioner. "In ordinary 
times any man who is fit to enter the 
army, or at least to enter the navy 
can go out and buy insurance. 
Th 
result 
of entering 
or -being in th 
service 
is that 
he cannot 
buy in 
surance. 
Practically 
speaking, 
he 
cannot; literally, he can, but at pro 
hibitive rates. 
"So the United States has 
worked 


out. a plan to restore the insurabilitj 
of its soldiers and sailors," Mr. Flynn 
explained. 
"Then, too, 
the govern 


- ment felt that It ought to restore the 
insurability on at least 
as good a 
basis as he rest of us have. The way 
to do that is to 
sell the insurance 
the 
same kind 
of insurance, 
tha 
could be bought from private in- 
surance companies. 
Men who enter the service of the 
nation are good risks. They are phys- 
ically fit and would 
not be in 
the 
service if they were not physically tit 
For that reason, the commissioner be- 
lieves 'that ii it was not for the war 
the men in service would be the best 
class of insurance risks that could be 
found In the world. 
.In going in to the insurance busi 
ness, the United States 
government 
does not have to Incur the heavy ex- 
penso of paying commissions to agents 
and for that reason, among others, is 
able to sell insurance to its soldiers 
:ind sailors at less than peace rates. 
^Moreover, the 
government 
does not 
have to pay taxation, it has no med- 
ical examination fees and medical ex- 
amination and supervision, because it 
will take the .men as they are. And 
then the government need not adver- 
tise nor look for investments. 
The 
only expense that the government has 
is that of the 
actual administration 
'of its insurance offices. 


^ This insurance is limited 
to 
the 
fighting forces of our country and is 
the so-called straight term insurance 
tor the period of the war, after which 
is can be • converted Into any of the 
accredited' forms, of insurance. 
It is 
felt that the United States should is- 
sue 
only the 
cheapest 
possible in- 
surance. But it would bo wrong for 
the United States to urge Its men to 
keep up that kind of insurance after 
t.he war, which for the great mass of 
men in the service would be impos- 
slLle to carry when they reached old 


• iige. 


Therefore, it Is pr.ovided that while 
the United States will sell only this 
cheapest kind of insurance during tho 
war, and while it will permit the men 
m service to keep It up, if they want 
to. for five years after the war so that

: reason rejected two rurloads of pota- 


toes consigned lo it under contract 


; and thereby allowed the potatoes to 


be damaged so seriously as to be ren- 
dered largely unlit, for use. 


It is alleged to have been a common 


practice with dealers to order a con- 
signment from a shipper or 
farmer 


• and if, when the shipment 
arrived, 


the market for the product had de- 
clined, the consignee would take ad- 
vantage of the situation to reject it, 


, thus placing the shipper at a tremen- 


dous 
disadvantage. 
The 
shipper's 


choice was either to'go to the endless 
bother of a lawsuit, with the difficulty 
of obtaining proper witnesses, 
and 


taking his chances on a local jury, or 
to make a compromise with the con- 
signee, always to the hitter's advan- 
tage.

future. 


Bight tons of the sweet stuff, tho 


granulated sugar, 
Monday and was 
arrived In Lowell 
divided among the 
six commission merchants in this city 
and the latter distributed it to the dif- 
ferent stores in proportion to the num- 
ber of customers which each had. 


There lias been .a general agree- 


ment among the -commission 
mer- 


chants that owing, to the shortage of 
flUffar and tho demand that when any 
quantity comes in that they will dis- 
tribute it in a manner wqlch will give 
each dealer his proportionate share 
and the latter for tho most part aio 
endeavoring to follow the action of 
the conimlssion merchants. 
"Where has the sugar come from?" 
is a question which is being asked. 
The answer is "Well, it is pretty hard 
to tell," but it is thought that the 
shipment which arrived in this city 
Monday was approximately 
one-fifth 


of the lot of the Russian shipment of 
sugar seized in New York. 
Hon. George E. Putnam of the firm 
of George 1C. Putnam & Ron, produce 
dealers, in conservation with a repre- 
sentative of The Sun this morning, 
said: 
"I expect that during the lat- 
ter part of this week or the early part 
of next week over 40 tons of sugar 
will be delivered in this city and so 


far as I can see at the present time 
it will "be delivered in equal quanti- 
ties to the different dealers. 
There 
Is a bright prospect that there will 
be more coming in the future and 
while it is hard to state when it will 
come the outlook at tho present time' 
is very good. The sugar Which we re 
cofved Monday was in bags containing 
300 pounds each and .we distributer 
them in an even proportion to trie va 
rlous dealers." 
The shortage of sugar has been f 
st-vere handicap to thousands of peoplt 
iv this as well as other cities. 
Som* 
people can drink their tea or coffee 
without the sweet stuff, but others pro 
ffcr to do without the 
liquid if 
th- 
sugar is not present. In some rest.au 
ri*nts ]oaf tmgar is given, some eerx't 
it In small receptacles, just enough to 
.sweeten a cup of tea or coffee, other 
places use condensed milk, while in 
several places both tea and coffee are 
sweetened before being served, and In 
other places you are told that "we have 
no sugar." 
In the homes many substitutes Cor 
sugar are being used for cooking, the 
majority of the housewives, however 
have curtailed on pastry and 
sweei 


stuff, but there baa been a general suf- 
fering on the part of babies and older 
children. 
While 
there has been a dearth Dl 
s.ugar everywhere, It is quite not ice- 
pblc that despite the fact that Christ- 
nas is near at hand there has not been 
a sign of Christmas candy in the win- 
dow*? of any of the confectioners up to 
the present time. One of the biggest 
candy makers in the city has just got 
enough of sugar on hand to allow him 
tu make a proportionate part of the 
candy for general every day use. and 
in conversation with 
the writer thin 
nornlng said that In the event of sugar 
not coming during t.he present week 
that none of the .special Christma& 
candy will be made. 
With the Yizletide coming, the hap- 
piest time of the year, let us hope that 
there will be plenty of sugar forthcom- 
ing apd to many a present of a, few 
pounds of sugar will be a very accept- 
able gift.

great activity in th« air on Monday, 
especially In the Cambrai region, ac- 
cording to the official statement

aerial operations Issued last midnight.

"The enemy's machines wore partic- 


ularly active west of Cambrai, making 
repeated attacks on our artillery ma- 
chines. 
Our airplanes dropped many

In the evening 
hostile machines dropped bombs in our 
army areas, but only slight 
damage 
resulted.

out or control. A hostile balloon also 
was brought down and another German 
airplane was shot down by our infan- 
try. Three of our machines are miss- 
ing."At H o'clock Tuesday morning our

weather to bomb certain factories

On reaching the area of 
their objectives the pilots found their 
targets obscured by clouds, but seeing 
a clear gap further

PEOPLE OF 


.JLONDON, Dec. 12.—Tho British au- 


thorities here have prepared u proc- 
lamation to tho people of Jerusalem, 
which was sent to Gon, Allenby to be 
issued on his formal entrance into the 
city. 
It is a shorter message than 


tho famous one "to the people of Bag- 
dad" when that city was taken, but it 
is in tho same vein and was prepared 
by the same hand. 


The English, as wardens of the holy 


city, will tlo impartial justice to Chrio- 
tian, Moslem and Jew, confirm!ng1 the 
Moslems in their oilice as doorkeepers 
of the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
which ofllce they have hold uninter- 
rupted since the days of Caliph Omar, 
except for the time of tho crusaders. 


After 700 years of hope once more a 
Christian host has torn tho crescent, 
symbol of inlidoi rule, from tho tow- 
ers, and the Hag of Britain, in which 
is incorporated tho Cross, iioats from 
wall anil tower and church and tomb. 
The source and centre of the Chris- 
tian faith, Jerusalem 
the 
Holy, tho 
"City of Peace," has been rescued by a 
Christian army from 
Turkish 
rule. 
Once more Christians take possession 
of the ancient scenes immortalized in 
the Scriptural 
accounts—the 
Brook 
Kedron, the Vale of I-IInmon, the Pool 
of Soloam, tho Mount of Olives, the 
site of the Temple of Solomon, Geth- 
semane, the Holy Sepulchre, Golgotha, 
alvary! 
Jerusalem the Golden 
was 
called 
"The Sanctuary" by the Arabs, and 
was revered by all Mohammedans. 
It 
was the centre of the history of the 
Jews, the scones of scores of sieges, 
the goal of many conquerors—Egypti- 
an, Israeli tish, Assyrian, 
Babylonian, 
~ 
Persian, 
German, 


Macodonian, Greek, Roman, 
Arabian, 
JVorman, 
French, 
Turk, and now British. 
"Within 
its 
walls He the remains of the great civ- 
ilizations of the past. , 
In the veins of the conquering Brit- 
ish forces perhaps there runs the blood 
of Jllchard the Lion Heart, whose bat- 
tle-axe cleft a way for his French and 
British forces within sight 
of 
the 
domes of the sacred city, but who was 
denied the complete victory. 
Jerusalem, . always , a stronghold on 
its rocky plateau 2500 feet above the 
jea, has been a battle ground for ages. 
T_iong before the conquest of the Prom- 
sed Land of Canaan by the Israelites 
t was a fortress of the 
Egyptians. 
They had withdrawn and it was from 
the native Jebusltes that King David 
captured the city, David selected the 
site o£ the Temple of Jehovah, erected 
jy his son Solomon. 
Shishak, king of Egypt, carried off 
.he vast accumulation of riches gath- 
ered by Solomon. Then Joash, king of 
Israel, captured the 
ziah, king of Judah. city from Ama- 
. 


Sennacherib, the son of Sargon, ruth- 
ess Assyrian conqueror, devastated the 
country, laid siege to Jerusalem 
was turned back by a plague. 
and 


Nebuchadnezzer, king of Babylon, in 
he reign of Zedekiah. the last of the 
.Iblical kings, pillaged tho city, razed 
' he temple and carried many of the 
:sacliteB in the "Babylonian captivity." 


Later Nchemiah partially rebuilt the 
temple and the defenses. 
In 332 B.C., tho greatest conqueror 
of them all, Alexander the Great, ap- 
peared before tlio gates, received the 
city's submission and loft it unmolest- 
ed.But in o'-JO the first Ptolemy, founder 
of the longr lino ot Egyptian kin^s, an- 
cestor of Cleopatra, purtinliy destroyed 
the sacred city. 
In 16S B.C., after over a century and 
a half of wars among- tho successors 
of Alexander, Antiochus Kpiphanes re- 
duced Jerusalem to a condition as bad 
as at tho time of the "Babylonian Cap- 
tivity." But soon Judas and Simon Mic- 
cabeaua expelled the foreign conquor- 
ors.Then came the day of Roman great- 
ness and, in 65 B.C., the conquest by 
Pompey, "Lord of the East." 
Next Herod tho Great, with the aid 
of tlio Romans, became first king of 
a new dynasty. He restored the tem- 
plo, rebuilt the fortifications, erected 
walls (the ruins of which still stand) 
and a magnificent palace. But Herod's 
descendants declined and the real gov- 
ernment was assumed by the Roman 
procurators, one of whom, Pontius Pi- 
late, ordered the crucifixion of Jesus 
Christ. 
In 72 A.D. came the great siege by 
Titus, at the end of which tho city 
capitulated. Sixty years later tho Jews, 
revolting under the leadership of Bar- 
Cochebas, re-took Jerusalem, but the 
revolt was suppressed by the Roman 
general, Julius Severus. 
In 130 A.D. the Emperor Hadrian re- 


built Jerusalem. On the site of Solo- 
mon's temple has erected a temple to 
Jupiter and on the site of the church 
of the Holy Sepulchre a temple to Ve- 
nus. 


In 306 Constantino, Christian ruler, 
erected two magnificent churches in 
Jerusalem, and in the sixth century 
Justinian, the great law-giver, erected 
a church to tho Virgin Mary. 
Jerusalem was once more captured 
In 614 when Chosroea II. of Persia, car- 
ried off the true cross to Ctesiphon. 
Then ensued tho first of ail crusades 
which ended when Heracllus, emperor 
of the Eastern Roman empire, defeat- 
ed the Persians, recaptured tho cross 
and entered Jerusalem in triumph. 
In 637 tho Caliph Qniar took Jerusa- 
lem and later the great Mosque of Omar 
was built on the site of the ancient 
Temple of Solomon. The city remained 
under Mohammedan rule 
until 1099, 
when It was captured by the Crusad- 
ers under Godfrey of Bouillon. 
Tho 
uninterrupted wars of the 
Crusades 
followed for a century and in 11S7 the 
city was -taken by Saladin, the cele- 
brated Saracen, said to have taught 
the Christiana courtesy. 


Since except for two brlof periods, 
Jerusalem has been held by the Mo- 
hammedans. The fortifications as re- 
stored by Suleiman the Magnificent, re- 
main to this day only slightly altered. 
Now the wheels of the British gun 
carriages roll through the Via Doloro- 
sa. 
And what will be tho disposition 


of the Holy City and of Palestine can 
hardly be stated. 
Surely the scone of 
Jesus' triumphal entry will bo made a 
Christians of 
all the
